How mildely ſne the checke of fortune 
fallen vpon her without ori ence bach bin 
a moſt manifeſt proofe; rheremper of her mind be- 
ing ſo eaſie that ſhe found little diſſicultie in taking 
downe her thoughts to a meane depree,which true 
honour, not pride hath raiſed to the former heigkt, 
her faithſulnes and loue where ſhe found trut ſrend- 
ſhip,is written wich teates ity many eier, and will be 
longer * in grateful memories of diuers that 
haue tried her im that kinde; auow¾ing her for ſecre- 
cie wifedome, and conſtancie, to be a miracle in that 
ſex: yea when ſhee found leaſt kindneſſe in others, 
the neuer loſt it in herſelſe, more wilfingly ſuffering 
then offering wrong ,. and oſten Cn their 
miſhappes, whome though leſſe lot er, ſbee 
could not but affect.

talke, which as it was euer hatelull to her:eares , 
did it neuer defile her breath: of feeding ſlice was 
very meaſurable, rather too ſparing then too libe- 
rall adict : ſo religious for obleruing of faſts,. that 
neuer in her ſickneſſe ſhee coulde hardly bee won 
to breake them, and if out ſoules be poſſeſſed in our 
patience, ſurely hit ſoule was truely hirown,whoſe 
rockethough ofren ſtricken with the rod ofaduer- 
fity neuer yeelded any more then to giue iſſneofcie 
ſtreames, and though theſe through the tenderneſſe 
of her nature & aptnes of hir ſex,were the cuſtoma· 
rie tributes that her loue paicd,more to her friendes 
then her owne miſfortunes, yer were they not ac- 
companied with diſtempered words or ill ſeemin 
actions, reaſon neuer forgetting decencie, — 
remembring pitie, her deuotions ſhe daily obſerued, 
offering the daily ſacrifice of an innocent heart, and 
ſtinting her ſelfe to her times of prayer, which ſhee 
performed with ſo religious a care, as well thewed 
that ſhee knew howe high a Maieſtie ſhe ſerued, I 
neede not write how. dutifully ſhee diſcharged all 
the behoofes ofa moſt louing wife, ſince that was 
the commoneſt theame of her praiſe, yet this may - 
be ſaide without improofe to any, thatwhoſocucr 
in this behalfe ma — her equall, none can 
iuſtly be thought her ſuperiour;where ſhe —

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* dutie, where ſhe found ſhee turned courtefie, 
whereſocuer ſhe was knowen, ſhe deſerued amitie, 
deſirous of the beſt, yet diſdaining none but euill 
company, ſhe was readies to requite benefits the re- 
uenge wrongs, more grieued then angrie with vn- 
kindnes of friends, when either miſtaking or miſre- 
port occaſioned any breaches : for if theit words ca- 
tie credite, it entred deepeſt into her thoughts, they 
haue acquitted her from all-ſpice of malice, not one- 
ly againſt her friends, whoſe diſlikes were but a re- 
tire to ſlippe further into friendſhip, but euen her 
greateſt enemies, to whom if ſhee had beene a judge

your patience be a ſhield of prooſe, or eaſily entred 
with theſe violent ſtrokes, It is commpnly expe- 
"fed; that ſo high thoughts ich haut alteadie cli- 
med ouerthe hardeſt dangers ſnuld not now ſtowp 
to any vulgar or ſemal cornplaints:great perſonages 
' 'who6ſeeſtatedraweth vpon them many eies, as they 
& not but be themſtlues, ſo may not they vic the li- 
betrieoftieaner ſtates the les ofNobiliienor 
2 e Vowing 
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ſcifc,and yet that which ſhe imagined the vttermoſt 
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alowing them to ditect their deedes by their deſires, 
but to limit their deſires ro that which is decent. 
Nobilitic is an ayme fox lower degrees to leuell at 
markes of higher perfection, ani like ſtately win- 
dowes in the northeaſt roomes of politicke and ci- 
uil buildings, to let in ſuch light, & lie open to ſuch 
proſpects, as may affoord their inferiors both to find 
meanes and motions to heroicall vertues : if you 
ſhould determine to dwel euer in ſorrow, it were a 
wrong to your wiſedome, and countermaunded by 
your ee euer you mind to ſurceaſe it, no time 
fitter then the preſent, ſich che ſame reſous that bere- 
after might mooue you, ate nowe as much in force. 
Veeld to Wiſedom that you muſt yeeld to Time, be 
beholding to your ſelte, not to time for the victoty, 
make it a voluntarie worke of diſcretion that wil o- 
therwiſe be a neceſſarie worke of delay. We thinke 
it not enough to haue our one meaſure brimme 
full with euill, vnleſſe wee make it runne ouer with 
others miſer ies, taking their miſfortunes as our pu- 
niſhmeots, and executing forraine penalties yppon 
our ſelues: yea diſquiet mindes being cuet bellows 
to their owne flames miſtake oft times others good 
for ill, their: follie making it a true ſcourge to them 
that how ſocuer it ſeemed was to others a benefite. 
Jacob out of Toſephs abſence ſucked ſuch ſurmiſes, as 
hee made his heart a prey to his agonies, whereas 
that that buried him in his owne melancholies rai- 
(cd Ieſeph to his higheſt happineſle : if Mary Mag - 
dalen ſaide and ſuppoſed ſheetoulde haue ſuncke no 

in gricfe than ſhee had already plunged her

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of euils proued in concluſion, the verie bliſſe ofher 
wiſhes, The like may be your errour if you cumber 
your minde with thinking vppon her death, Hic 
would neuer bediſcharged from cares, till death ſet 
his hand to her acquittance, nor recciue the charter 
of an eternall being, till her ſoule were preſented at 
the ſcaling : I loathe to rubbe the ſcarte of a deeper 
wound, for fear of renewing a dead diſcomfort; yet 
if you will fauour your owne remedies, the maiſte- 
rie ouer that griefe that ſprings from the roote, may 
learne you to qualific this that buddeth from the 
branch, let not hir loſſes moue you that are acquain- 
ted with greater of your owue, and taught by expe- 
rience to know how vncertaine this change is, for 
whom vnconſtant fortune throweth the dice, if ſhe

more in ward graces. Bur whether heereafter ſhee 
would haue bid vs not to cal het Noemi that is, faire, 
but Maura, that ſignifieth bittet, it is vncertaĩne, ſich 
ſhe might haue fallen into the widows felicitie, that 
ſo changed her name to the likeneſſe of her lot.

met ahode, there to be ĩnueſted in glorit, and to en- 
ioy both place and prehemiinence anſwerablero her 
worthines, her loue would haue beene leſſe able to

before they were puniſhed with ſo grieuous a ſight, 
raking out to you but a newe leſſon of paticnce out 
af your old booke;/in — Wea hath made 
you perfect. Though your were equally bal 
lanced with a mutual and moſt entire affection, and 
the doubt infolublewhich of you loued molt yet 
death finding herweaker, DOES Wea-- 
ker veſſel, laied his weight in her to bring 
her ſooneſt to her reſt: let your mind therfore con- 
ſent to that which yout tongue daily craueth, that 
Gods will may be done as well ere in earth of ler 
mortall body, andl / in that little heauon of her pureſt 
ſoule, ſith his will is the beſt meaſure of all cuhents. 
Thete is in this worlde continuall entetchange of 
pleaſing and greeting accidence, ſtill keeping their

They cuermote moſt 
perfectly enioy theix comfortes that leaſt feate their 
contraries: ſot a deſire cotnioy carricth with it a fear 
to looſeʒand both deſine & fear arc enemies to quiet 
poſſeſsion, making men rather owners of — a5 
ne fits, then tenants at his wil:the cauſe of our trobls 

are, that our miſfortunes happe either to vnwitting

not amated with anyſtroſſe, that is, armed againſt al, 
here neceſs itie warkerhi without our conſent the

there was no fault: God caſteth the dice, and giueth.

In this, afflic- 
tion reſembleth the Crokadile;flic, it purſueth and 
frights, follow ed, it flieth and feareth, a ſhameto the 
conſtant, a tyrant to the timorous. Soft mindes that 
thin ke only vpon delights, admit no other confide- 
ration, but in 1 becom ſo effeminatc, 
as that they are apt to bleede vvitecuery ſharpe im- 
preſsion. But hee that v fethis thoughts with ex- 
pectation ot troubles, making their 8 
all hazards, and appoſing his reſolution againſt thy 
ſharpeſt incounters, findeth in the proofe fatilitie of 
atience, and taſeth the loade of moſt heauy cum- 
— vi- muſt haue tempbrall things in vſe, but e- 
ternal in wiſl, that in the one neither delight exceed 
in that wee haue no deſite in that wee want: and in 
the other our moſt delight is here in deſire, and out 
whole deſire is hereaftet to enioy.
